She  is  a 
member  of  the  Central  Committee  of 
the  Israeli  Labor  Party  and  continues  to 
serve  in  the  Israeli  Army  Reserve. 
Dayan  is  currently  studying  biochemis- 
try at  the  Open  University  in  Tel  Aviv, 
where  she  lives  with  her  husband. 
General  Dov  Sion,  and  their  two 
children.

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FACULTY  SPOTLIGHT

Research  and 
Discoveries  in 
Germany 

While  others  spent  their  summer  lying 
in  the  sun  at  some  traditional  vacation 
spot,  Gerhard  Rempel,  professor  of 
history,  spent  six  weeks  this  summer, 
from  July  4  to  August  14,  in  the  dark 
musty  archives  of  Germany  researching 
for  his  next  book.  Although  it  was  hard 
work  for  Professor  Rempel,  it  was  a  labor 
of  love  and  he  made  some  major 
discoveries  to  top  it  off.  "I  spent  time  in 
four  different  archives,  some  that  were 
impossible  to  get  into  before.  They  have 
just  opened  up  to  Westerners  and  I  found 
information  that  the  scholarly  world 
hasn't  seen  yet!" 

Dr.  Rempel  spent  the  first  four  weeks 
of  his  sojourn  in  Berlin.  He  rented  a  room 
in  a  house  with  an  East  German  dentist 
and  his  Korean  wife  and  her  mother. 
They  knew  very  little  English  so  Dr. 
Rempel  got  the  chance  to  improve  his 
German.  "It  was  a  nice  suburban  area  and 
I  met  some  fascinating  people  on  the 
street,  in  pubs,  on  buses,  and  trams.  I 
found  that  once  people  there  knew  you 
could  speak  German,  they  would  talk  to 
you  forever."  Dr.  Rempel  did  research 
Tuesday  through  Friday  at  the  Berlin 
Document  Center  (BDC)  and  at  Potsdam. 
Since  the  East  German  archives  aren't 
open  on  Mondays,  that  meant  Dr.  Rempel 
could  spend  the  long  weekends  on 
excursions.  He  retraced  his  steps  from  the 
last  time  he  was  there  in  1986  and  visited 
the  remains  of  the  Berlin  wall,  museums 
in  East  Berlin,  and  the  Berlin  opera. 

For  his  first  book.  Hitler's  Children, 
pubUshed  in  1989,  Dr.  Rempel  used  the 
National  Archive  in  Washington,  D.C. 
and  material  from  the  BDC  acquired  by 
correspondence.  He  hopes  to  write  his 
next  book  on  the  social  military  history  of 
the  Hitler  Youth  Division  with  new 
material  discovered  in  the  East  German 
archives. 

One  of  his  major  discoveries  came  at 
the  BDC  when  he  found  several  trays  of 
names  of  Hitler  Youth  who  had  been 
expelled.  Going  through  the  names  and 
reasons  they  were  expelled.  Dr.  Rempel 
found  that  14  percent  of  them  were 
Jewish  or  partly  Jewish.  An  amazing 
discovery.  Dr.  Rempel  hopes  to  untangle 
what  it  all  means.  The  fate  of  children 


from  intcrfaith  marriages  has  not  been  the 
subject  of  scholarly  study  thus  far. 

After  three  weeks  at  the  BDC,  he 
spent  a  week  at  Potsdam,  which  had  been 
difficult  to  get  into  before.  A  suburb  of 
Berlin,  Potsdam  used  to  be  the  garrison 
town  of  the  Prussian  kings.  Dr.  Rempel 
found  lots  of  information  on  the  Hitler 
Youth  at  Potsdam.  He  found  detailed 
information  on  a  court  case  dealing  with 
the  chief  of  the  Hitler  Youth  in  Bavaria 
who  was  involved  with  Kristallnacht,  the 
first  major  persecution  of  Jews  in 


Dr.  Rempel  visited  with  Ron  Bashista  '89 
while  in  Germany  this  summer. 


November  1938.  Dr.  Rempel  explains, 
"Until  now,  everyone  thought  that  no 
Hitler  Youth  were  involved  in  this.  That  it 
was  only  the  SS  and  SA.  I'm  the  first  to 
find  a  case  that  proves  youth  leaders  were 
directly  involved.  It  was  a  real  find  and  I 
was  thrilled." 

The  third  archive  Dr.  Rempel  visited 
was  one  of  the  biggest  revelations  for 
him,  the  STASI  (Stale  Security  Police) 
archive.  This  archive  is  so  new  that  Dr. 
Rempel  found  out  about  it  by  accident.  It 
was  a  restricted  police  archive  used  only 
by  the  East  German  Govenunent,  taken 
over  by  the  Federal  German  Archive  and 
now  open  to  scholars.  It's  a  four-story 
building  in  East  Berlin  packed  full  of 
records  of  the  Nazi  period.  Dr.  Rempel 
adds,  "These  were  documents  the 
Russians  took  during  the  war  and  in  the 
1950s  gave  back  to  East  Germany.  The 
Secret  Police  then  took  over  and  used 
them  selectively  to  blackmail  West 
German  politicians."  Dr.  Rempel  found 
out  about  this  archive  only  days  before 
his  trip.  He  saw  a  picture  of  it  and  the 
street  it's  on  in  a  magazine.  He  sent  a 
letter  to  the  director  of  the  archive  right 
before  his  trip.  When  he  finished  his 
research  at  the  Potsdam  archive,  he  went 
over  to  see  if  he  could  get  in.  He  not  only 
got  in,  he  was  able  to  see  six  folders,  all 
new  information  about  the  Hitler  Youth 


and  their  criminal  activity,  that  coincided 
with  the  information  at  the  BDC  and  at 
Potsdam. 

Last  spring.  Dr.  Rempel  plarmed  to  go 
to  the  Berlin  Document  Center  only. 
Scholars  have  used  the  BDC  for  a  long 
time.  He  says  that  ninety-nine  percent  of 
the  personal  files  of  members  of  the  Nazi 
party  are  there.  Americans  started 
collecting  these  documents  to  prepare  for 
the  trial  of  war  criminals  at  Nuremberg. 
Only  scholars  or  members  of  some  allied 
or  German  court,  gathering  evidence,  can 
get  in. 

From  Berlin,  Dr.  Rempel  travelled  by 
train  to  Freiburg  to  the  federal  military 
archive.  From  Freiburg  he  went  to 
Augsburg  to  visit  his  nephew  and  on  to 
Nuremberg  to  visit  Ron  Bashista  '89  who 
is  stationed  there.  He  stayed  with  Ron  and 
his  wife,  Nancy,  for  several  days. 
Together  they  drove  to  the  Czech  border 
town  of  Vilseck.  An  army  base  is  located 
there  and  Dr.  Rempel  and  his  family  lived 
near  there  from  1945-49.  Dr.  Rempel 
recognized  the  place  where  they  used  to 
shop  in  Vilseck,  and  the  cemetery.  Then 
they  cruised  through  Nuremberg  and  the 
old  Nazi  party  rally  groimds.  They  found 
the  courthouse  where  the  trials  took  place 
and  also  the  medieval  town  of 
Nuremberg. 

Dr.  Rempel  ended  his  stay  in 
Germany  with  a  visit  to  Dachau.  "That 
was  a  strange  and  moving  experience," 
says  Dr.  Rempel,  "I  went  to  Dachau  with 
my  nephew  who  is  in  the  U.S.  army 
stationed  at  Augsburg.  We  spent  most  of 
the  day  at  Dachau,  viewing  the  recreated 
gas  and  torture  chambers,  the  recon- 
structed barracks,  and  the  memorials 
representing  the  major  faiths.  It  was  an 
imusual  but  appropriate  way  to  end  my 
trip." 

He  can't  wait  to  get  back  to  Germany 
next  summer  and  revisit  some  of  the  same 
archives  to  continue  his  research.  "I  now 
feel  like  I  have  two  books  in  the  making; 
a  complete  history  of  the  Hitler  Youth 
and  another  on  their  military  history."

The  1991  fall  sports  season  at 
Western  New  England  College  was  one 
of  the  tougher  ones  in  recent  memory. 
The  varsity  golf  team  was  the  only  one 
that  managed  to  post  a  winning  record. 

The  golfers,  led  by  head  coach  Bill 
Downes,  won  the  Constitution  Athletic 
Conference  title.  Freshman  Brian  Reid 
was  the  low  individual  medalist  with  a 
76.  The  team  also  made  a  strong 
showing  in  the  New  England  Champi- 
onships. The  Golden  Bears  placed 
fourteenth  overall  and  third  among 
Division  III  teams.  Junior  Rob  Bailey 
led  the  charge  for  WNEC  and  was 
named  Honorable  Mention  All-New 
England. 

The  men's  soccer  team  finished  the 
year  with  a  disappointing  6-8- 1  record 
and  a  fifth-place  showing  in  the  CAC. 
Sophomore  Jeff  Brunelle  led  the  scorers 
with  nine  goals  and  two  assists.  The 
individual  game  of  the  year  was  turned 
in  by  freshman  Mike  Henry,  who 
notched  three  goals  in  a  4-1  win  over 
Worcester  State. 

The  women's  soccer  team  suffered  a 
string  of  injuries  throughout  the  year 
and  struggled  to  a  3-12  record,  but 
finished  strong  winning  two  of  the  last 
three  games.  Senior  Liz  Marques  led  the 
team  in  scoring  with  eight  goals. 

The  field  hockey  team  was  also 
beset  with  injuries  and  finished  with  a 
3-10-1  record.  Freshman  Kristen  Cobb 
led  the  Golden  Bears  with  three  goals 
and  one  assist. 

The  football  team  finished  the 
season  with  a  3-5  record.  The  Golden 
Bears  did  pick  timely  moments  for  two 


victories,  defeating  Siena  College  13-0 
during  Homecoming  Weekend,  and 
capturing  the  President's  Cup  with  a  13- 
12  win  at  Westfield  State. 

The  gridders  were  dealt  a  serious 
blow  during  a  13-3  loss  to  St.  Peter's 
College  to  open  the  season.  Starting 
quarterback  Tom  Mazzella  was 
knocked  out  for  the  season  with  a  hip

injury.  Senior  tight  end  Doug  Diano, 
who  played  QB  his  first  two  years  at 
WNEC,  stepped  in  to  fill  the  void. 
Diano  is  now  the  all-time  leader  in 
passing  yards  in  school  history. 

Despite  the  poor  record,  WNEC  is 
one  of  the  top  15  defenses  in  the 
country,  allowing  opponents  just  over 
200  yards  of  offense  per  game.

If  alumni  can  raise  $2.5 
million  towards  the  new  building,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  has  voted  to  name  the 
new  center  the  "Alumni  Healthful 
Living  Center."

Constitution  and  bylaws.
